Population of India-1991 

According to revised figures of the census of 1991 the population of 
India was 84,63,02,688. It includes 43,92,30,458 males and 40,70,72,230 
females. U.P. was still the most populous state with a population of 
13,91,12,287 and was followed by Bihar, Maharashtra. Though India 
covers an area of 2.4% of the world, its population is 16% of the world 
population. 

In 1981 the sex ratio was 934 females against 1000 males. In 1991 the 
sex ratio is 927 females against 1000 males. It is certainly a matter of 
concern that female population is dwindling and cannot be said to bea 
fair sex ratio. However, in Kerala the female ratio has gone up and is 1036 
as against 1000 males. 

This year the density of population of India is 274 persons per sq. 
km. Whereas it was 216 in 1981. West Bengal is at the top with 767 
persons per sq. km. andis followed by Kerala where it is 749 persons per 
sq. km. Delhi, a Union Territory has the highest density with 6,352 
persons per sq. km. 

The literacy in India is 52.2196. Male literacy is 63.8696 but female 
literacy is only 39.42%. In literacy Kerala heads with 89.79% and has been 
declared a fully literate State. Later Union Territory. Pondicherry too 
has been declared fully literate territory. In Mizoram the literacy 
percentage is 82/27%.-So far as literacy is concerned Bihar is at the 
bottom with 38.48% but female literacy is lowest in Rajasthan where it is 
only 20.84. | 

All these figures are according to the final report of the census, 1991.

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CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 
Preamble to the Constitution 

We the people of India, having solemnly resolved to constitute India 
into a Sovereign Socialist Secular Democratic Republic and to secure to 
all its citizens; 

JUSTICE, Social, economic and political. 

LIBERTY of thought, expression, belief, faith and worship. 

EQUALITY of status and of opportunity; and to promote among 
them all. : ži 

FRATERNITY assuring the dignity of the individual and unity and 
integrity of the Nation: 

In our Constituent Assembly this twenty-sixth day of November, 
1949, do hereby adopt, enact and give to ourselves this constitution The 
Constitution came into force on January 26, 1950. 


Salient Features of the Constitution 


1. The Constitution of India is a written and comprehensive 
document with 395 Articles and 10 Schedules. 

2. India is a Sovereign Socialist Secular Democratic Republic, ` 

3. It establishes a parliamentary system of government. 

4. It guarantees Fundamental Rights to all citizens of India. 

5. И lays down the ‘Directive Principles of State Policy’ for the 
guidance of legislatures and the executive of the country. 

6. It establishes a federation with strong unitary feature. 

7. It provides for an independent judiciary with Supreme Court as 
the highest court of appeal. 

8. It introduces universal adult franchise. 

9. It recognises only single citizenship. 

10. It incorporates Fundamental Duties of citizens. 

Important Amendments of the Constitution 

The Constitution (42nd Amendment) Act, 1976—The Act 
introduced comprehensive changes in the constitution some of which 
are as follows : :

ire (UHR ian precedence over Fundamental Rights. (iii) Division: 
of Jurisdiction between the Supreme Court and the High Courts in the 
matter of determination of the constitutional validity of Central and State 

laws. (iv) Limitation of the jurisdiction of High courts in certain respects 
(v) Provision for creation of Administrative Tribunals for adjudication for 
Service matters. (vi) Inclusion of education and certain other subjects in 
the concurrent list (vii) provision for dealing with antinational and 
communal activities (viii) Provision for amending Article 368 of the 
constitution to give emphasis on the mutability of the constitution and 
every part thereof. 

The Constitution (43rd Amendment) Act, 1978—The president 
gave assent to the Constitution (43rd Amendment) Act on April 13, 1978. 
Which repealed the obnoxious provisions of the Constitution (42nd 
Amendment) Act passed during the emergency. 

The Constitution (44th Amendment) Act, 1979—This Amen- 
dment reverses many of the provisions of the 42nd Amendment and also 
makes far reaching changes in many of the provisions of the constitution. 
The chief of which are as follows : 

(i) The right to property has been deleted from the list of 
Fundamental Rights. It has now becorrie an ordinary legal right. 

(ii) The amendment provides that the fundamental right to life and 
liberty can not be demolished even during the operation of exergency. 

(iii) Another important provision of the amendment is article 361-A. 

* The right of information media, especially the press has been guaranteed 
toreport freely and without censorship the Proceedings in Prliament and 
State Legislatures. š 

The Constitution (52nd Amendment) Act, 1985—Crossing the 

flopt or defection has been prohibited by this amendment. If an elected 
representative changes his party he would lose his seat in the State/ 
Central legislature. However, in case atleast 1/3 members of a parly 
change affiliation, it shall not be treated as defection. A nominated or an 
independent representative can not join any party 6 months after his/her 
nomination or election without losing his/her seat. 

The Constitution (55th Amendement) Act, 1986—Arunachal 

Pradesh was conferred statehood. 
- The Constitution (56th Amendment) Act, 1987—Hindi version 
of the Constitution accepted as authoritative. 
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The Constitution (57th Amendment) Act, 1987—It conferred 
statehood on Goa. 

The Constitution (58th Amendment) Act, 1987—It provides 
for reservation of seats in the legislatures of 4 north-eastern States of 
Arunachal, Meghalaya, Mizoram and Nagaland. 

The Constitution (59th Amendment) Act, 1988—It empowers 
the Government to declare Emergency in Punjab and extend President’s 
Rule to 3 years. š 

. The Constitution (60th Amendment) Act, 1988— The states 
government have been empowered under this Act to increase the 
professional tax from Rs. 250 to Rs. 2500 per annum. 

The Constitution (61st Amendment) Act, 1988— Voting age in 
general elections is reduced from 21 to 18 years. 

The Constitution (62nd Amendment) Act, 1989— The reserva- 
tion of seats for SC/ST and the Anglo-Indian Community by nomination 
in Legislature is increased for other ten years ie. up to Dec. 20, 1999. _ 

The Constitution (63rd Amendment) Act, 1989— This Act 
omitted Article 359 A which was inserted by 59th Constitution Amend- 
ment Act. ) 

The Constitution (64th Amendment) Act, 1990—The Act 
extended President's rule in Punjab for another six months. 

The Constitution (65th Amendment) Act, 1990—This Act 
provides for a National Commission for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. z 

The Constitution (66th Amendment) Act, 1990—The Act 
added State enactments relating to land reforms to the Ninth Schedule. 

The Constitution (67th Amendment) Act, 1990—The Act 
extended President's rule in Punjab for another six months ie. total 
period of four years. 

The Constitution (68th Amendment) Act, 1991— This Act 
extended President's rule in Punjab for another one years i.e. total period 
of five years. x ; 

The Constitution (69th Amendment) Act, 1991—U.N. Terri- 
tory Delhi to have 70 member Assembly and'7 member Council of 
Ministers to be appointed by the President. Passed by the Parliament in 
Dec. 1991. 
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The Constitution (70th Amendment) Act, 1992— This Act 
accorded the right to vote to the members of Pondicherry Assembly and 
proposed legislative Assembly for Delhi in the election of the President, 

The Constitution (71th Amendment) Act, 1992— Nepali, Mani. 
puri and Konkani added to the list of recognised languages of India. Bill 
has been passed by the parliament in July-Aug. 1992. 

` The Constitution (72th Amendment) Act, 1992—For restoring 
peace and harmony in the areas of the state of Tripura where disturbed 
condition prevailed, a memorand a of settlement was signed by the 
Government of India with Tripura National Volunteers on August 12, 
1988. 

The Constitution (73rd Amendment) Act, 1993—This is rela- 
ted with Panchayati Raj. 

The Constitution (77th Amendment) Асі, 1993—It empowers 
to establish tribunals to decide cases between the house owner and the 
person to whom the house has been given on rent. 


Parliament 

It consists of two Houses—(1) Lok Sabha (Lower House), and (2) 
Rajya Sabha (Upper House) and the President. 

The Presiding officer of the Lok Sabha is the Speaker and that of the 
Rajya Sabha is Chairman. The Vice-President of India is the ex-officio 
Chairman of the Rajya Sabha. 

Executive-President is the head of the State. He is advised bya 
Council of Ministers headed by the Prime Minister. The Council of 
Ministers is responsible to the Lok Sabha. 

Supreme Court-lt is the highest Court of India. It has original 
appellate and advisory jurisdiction.

India's foreign debt rises four fold in 12 years 


According to the World Bank, India's foreign debt was $76.98 billion 
at the end of 1992. It is four fold increase over a period of 12 years. 


World Debt Tables, 1993-94, an annual Bank publication reports a 
steep increase in India’s indebtedness since 1980. Though there is steady 
rise in external debt every year, the increase between 1991 and 1992 
alone was $5.35 billion. 


It is rather alarming because in due course of few years it would be 
difficult to repay the interest on loans what to say of the principal 
repayments. India should find out ways and means to avoid further 
foreign debt. 


Indian Economy registers all round growth 


During April-October 1993, Indian economy registered all round 
growth. According to figures released by the Union Finance Ministry, 
production in basic and infrastructure industries except crude oil and 
fertilizers continued to show upward trend. 


Total electricity generation recorded an increase of 7.5%, Coal 
production 5.3%, petroleum products 1.1%, saleable steel 5.4%, cement 
5.1%, and revenue earning goods on railways 1.7%. 


Wheat procurement during the current marketing year 1993-94 at 
12.83 million tonnes was higher by 101.10% against the procurement of 
6.38 million tonned during the corresponding last year. Rice procure 
ment was also higher by 31.08% in.1993-94. In the corresponding last 
year rice procurement was 3.25 million tonnes whereas in the current 
year 1993-94 rice procurement is 4.26 million tonnes.

Arafat and Israeli leaders suddenly became friends and shook hari 
after signing a "Declaration of Principles’ which is expected to end the 
decades of enmity between Israelis and Jews and change the political 
landscape of West Asia. 


The accord gives limited autonomy to Palestinians. The -salient 
features of the agreement are: 

* It calls for limited self-rule for the Palestinians in Gaza and the 
West Bank for five years. Before the start of the third year, both sides will 
be required to start negotiations for a permanent peace accord, 

* Israeli forces are to withdraw from the Palestinian areas of Gaza, 
Jericho and population centres of the West Bank within four months of 
the date of signing of the agreement. The areas to be controlled by Israel 
and the Palestinians are left vague. 

* Anew municipal council is to be elected within four months. It will 
be in charge of education, economic development, environmental 
protection, taxes and social welfare. 

Ж Disputes between Israel and the Palestinians will be resolved bya 
joint committee which may be called the arbitration panel. 

* Discussions will take place between the two sides on allowing the 
return of 2,00,000 Palestinian refugees who fled the West Bank and Gaza 
during the 1967 war. 

; Negotiations on the future of Jerusalem, claimed by both Israel 
and the Palestinians as their permanent capital have been postponed. 


Asian-Pacific Summit 


Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation (AEPC) was formed in 1989. 
The summit—first ever in the APEC's four year history—which conclu- 
ded on November 21, 1993 at Seattle in Blake Island has vowed to forge 
closer economic ties ‘declaring the emergence of a new voice’ in world 
affairs. The leaders from 14 Pacific-rim countries including the United 
State agreed to promote free trade and foster closer cooperation in the. 
world's most dynamic economic region. In a communique called the 
. economic vision statement’ they pledged their ‘utmost efforts’ to bring. ` 


| the stalled Uruguay Round of global trade talks to a successful end Бу: 
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December 15 deadline. They also envisioned free and open trade ina

enthusiasm in APEC stems from its nervousness about a possible 
breakdown of global trade talks. It is known that its trade relations with 
Japan is a source of continuous irritation and the U.S. hopes to mould 
APEC to work out a policy framework for investment and trade among 
member countries. Besides, wary of the growing economic power of 
Japan, the U.S. wants to prevent the rise of Japanese hegemony in Asia 
and to continue to play a balancing role in Asian security. 

For the time being the APEC forum is largely a collection of Asian 
tigers whose trade surpluses are greater than their bite. That India was 
not present, even as an observer, at the summit in Seattle is a great 
diplomatic lapse and is the result of bureaucratic ineptitude and lack of 
political guidance rather than any serious opposition to India's 
membership. . 


‘Shimon Peres’ Visit to India 


The foreign minister of Israel Shimon Peres reached New Delhi on 
May 17: Since India extended full diplomatic recognition to Israel, it was 
the first ever high level visit by an Israeli. Mr. Peres said that terrorism 
had beeri troulling many countries and that they should combine to meet 
this threat. He called for an economic boycott of countries which 
supported terrorism. He supported the Simla accord and India’s 
territorial integrity on the Kashmir issue. Mr. Peres also discussed the _ 
possibilities of enhancing economic co-operation between Israel and 


India, particularly in the fields of agriculture, solar energy, health and 
science and technology: `

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Philipe Gonzales leads Socialist Party to 
Power in Spain 

Much against expectations the Socialist Party regained power in 
Spain for the fourth time. There was general dis-satisfaction against the 
ruling party due to prevalent corruption among the party leaders, 
unemployment and disrupted economy of the country. But it was due to 
the popularity of the Party leader Mr. Philipe Gonzales, the Socialist 
Party secured 159 seats ina House of 350. The main rival People’s Party 
also did well to get 141 seats. With the help of other regional parties the 
Socialist Party was back in power for the fourth successive term. In case 
us Party does not do well this time, it cannot repeat it success in future 
elections. 


Military Rule in Nigeria 

On November 17, 1993, Nigeria ruled by much of its 33 years of 
- independence once again had a general as head of state. Ernest 
Shoueken, Civilian leader, installed by the military on August 24 was 
ousted by Defence Minister, Gen. Sani Abacha who was believed to have 
controlled the government already. Nigerians in general decried 
Shoueken’s short-lived civilian administration asa puppet of the military 
and a child of circumstances. : š 

Shoueken's ouster was another stunning twist of Nigerian nation 
which has been plagued by unrest ever since the former military dictator 
Gen. Ibrahim Babangida voided the results of the June 12, 1993 
presidential election that was to return the nation to democracy. His 
action led to a series of strikes and protests. Gen. Babangida resigned 
under pressure on August 26, 1993. y : 


Miazava ousted from Power im Japan 
Miazava, the Prime Minister of Japan, could not win the vote of 
confidence in the popular House of Japan despite the fact that the ruling 
liberal Democratic Party had 274 members. No-confidence motion was 
passed by 255 to 220 Votes. The party is in power since 1955. The 
no-confidence motion could be passed because Miazava failed to bring 
reforms to the election system in order to minimise corruption in public 
езі it could not be rooted out altogether.. же ds 
ing the confidence of the popular cham! агама did no 
БЕ el the house. Fresh elections will be heldin July 1993. It 
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was considered better to restore discipline in the ruling party as some 
members of the party had voted in-favour of the no-confidence motion 
and did not bother for the party discipline. 


PSLV Flight 

The Polar Satellite Launch Vehicle (PSLV) D-1 blasted to a perfect 
lift off from SHAR (Sriharikota High Altitude Rocket) centre at 
Sriharikota on 20th September 1993 but minutes later it went down in 
history as a failure. 

The four stage 275-tonne, 15 storey tall (44 metre) PSLV was India’s 
first rocket to use liquid propellant in two stages. The liquid propellant 
used in the fourth stage was Mono Methyl Hydrazine (MMH-3) with 
oxides of nitrogen (NzOz) as oxidiser. This liquid propellant was 
indigenously developed. As per design this would have increased the 
speed of the rocket to nearly 27,000 km per hour and boosted the 
pay-load IRS-1E into a 850 km sun-synchronous or polar orbit. The 
second stage of the PSLV used the Vikas engine developed by the 
French Company—Socite Europeenee de Propulsion (SEP). The liquid 
propellants are less heavy and more efficient. Though they are difficult to 
handle but provide greater thrust for the same amount of fuel compared 
to solid propellants. 

The first two stages (using solid fuel) performed well but when the 
third stage ignited a deviation was noticed. The error at certain angles 
increased and the vehicle failed to gain further height and velocity, thus 
ending up in a sub-orbital flight. The PSLV nosedived into the Bay of 
Bengal off the Sri Lankan coast. 

The PSLV stages were tested only twice on the ground prior to its 
launch. Actually more launches of the second generation ASLV should 
have been done to validate technology. 


Earthquake in South Maharashtra 
On 30th September 1993, South Maharashtra saw the worst natural 


mishap of the century when at midnight it suffered a severe earthquake... . 
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In the Marathwada region Killori and Umegi villages suffered the most 
80% of the houses in these villages collapsed killing thousands of poeple. 
The earthquake showed its intensity as 7 on the Richter scale and 
engulfed a wide area of Maharashtra, Karnataka and even Tamil Nadu. 
More than 30,000 people have died and thousands wounded. As the 
shocks are still being felt the people feel quite insécure and do not want 
to go back to these villages. It is the most tragic natural calamity of the 
century. 

Many countries including the U.S.A., Switzerland, England etc. 
have rushed help to the victims. The help is coming in the form of 
medicines and other requirements of the people. The Government of 
India had been generous in granting crores of rupees as help. Many 
voluntary agencies have collected money for the victims and many 
volunteers have rushed to help the people in their rehabilitation work. 


Itisalso being suggested by the donors that the money collected for 
the purpose generally do not reach the victims and squandered by the 
collectors of the money for their own purposes. They also say that even 
the government grant is also not utilised properly. Those who are needy 
do not get the advantage. Natural calamities occure every then and now. 
The help reaches the needy persons is the most important task. The 
government should have a definite plan for the purpose and the agencies 
meant for this purpose should be held responsible for this. Otherwise, 
there is a lurking fear in the minds of the people that the money is wasted 
and they might not contribute in future. 


More Commissioners added to the Election 
Commission 

The Government of India has appointed two more members to the 
Election Commission. They are Mr. M.S. Gill and Mr. G. V. G. 
Krishnamurthy. They had been given equal powers with the Chief 
Election Commissioner. Decision has to be taken on the basis of majority 
vote. This had been done to check the peculiar behaviour of the Chief 
Election Commissioner Mr. T.N. Sheshan. He has not whole-heartedly 
accepted the action of the Government. As Election Commission isa 
statutory body, it requires a change in the Constitution. Sheshan may 
create some more problems for the government over this issue. 
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Education for. all-summit 

Education summit of nine high-population countries - Bangladesh, 
Brazil, China, Egypt, India, Indonesia, Mexico, Nigeria and Pakistan 
concluded in New Delhi-on 16th Dec. 1993. These nine countries 
together account for more than 70 per cent of adult illiterates. The one 
day Education for All (EFA) summit was attended by heads or 
representatives of nine countries besides heads of UNESCO, UNICEF 
and UNFPA. A 

The leaders of the nine countries unanimously adopted a joint 
declaration - officially called the Delhi Declaration and a frame work of 
action at the conclusion of their deliberations. They affirmed their total 
commitment to eradicate illiteracy by the turn of the century and called 


upon the UN agencies to provide them adequate support in fulfilling their _ 


goal. The Declaration urged the funding U.N. agencies not to attach 
strings to the funds for educational schemes. г `. 

Putting education on the top of the world's development agenda is in 
itself а welcome move but the results can be achieved by firm 
determination and making meaningful efforts by the concerned govern- 
ments. It seems that the goal is too high to be achieved by the turn of the 
century but efforts may be made with full vigour to achieve the desired 
goal. It means giving top priority to education and eradicate illiteracy. 


Marathwada University renamed 


The Maharashtra Government has decided to rename Marathwada 
University as ‘Dr. Babasaheb Ambedkar Marathwada University. It is 
only an implementation of 15 years old Legislative Assembly resolution 
and the announcement fulfils a 15 year-old decision of the State 
Government. When in 1978 the state legislature adopted the resolution 
to rename the university, riots broke out in different parts of the State, 


particularly in Marathwada. Assuch no Government dared to implement 


the resolution. Since then, no Chief Minister, including Mr.. Pawar 
himself, has sought to educate the people of the region to neuteralise the 
antagonism to the move. a A. 

In view of this move once again there аге riots in the State. It is really 
unfortunate. The main objective in renaming the university, the Govern- 
merit wants to honour a national leader and architect of the Indian 
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Constitution, who was also a leader of the Dalits. It is believed that had 

к Ambedkar belonged to a high caste, there would have been no 
opposition to renaming the university. This belief may be true but the fact 
is thatin our country every step is taken to catch votes and prepare vote 
banks. This decision is also to appease the Dalits and thereby gaining 
their votes at the time of elections. Hence there is opposition. 


Russians’ Verdict 


On Dec. 12, 1993, there were parliamentary elections in Russia and 
areferendum onanew Constitution. The outcome of these elections and 
referendumis the victory of two - the ultranationalist leader Mr. Vladimir 
Zhirnovysky and the Russian President, Mr. Boris Yeltsin. But the fact 
remains that the victory of these two is incomplete. 4 

The constitution for Russia which gives enormous powers to the 
President at the cost of Parliament has been ratified by the people. About 
60% voters ratified the constitution whereas only 53% cast their votes. 
This means that Yeltsin has become the most powerful head of the State. 

` ' In the parliamentary elections Boris Yeltsin's party Russia's choice 
did not get absolute majority. The ultranationalist party of Zhirinovysky 
and the Communist Party have secured sizeable seats. The possibility of 
the new Russian Parliament turning out to be-even more unmanageable 
than the previous one and Mr. Yeltsin has to reckon with formidable 
contenders for Presidency in 1996. . ; : 

The new constitution gives Mr. Yeltsin sweeping powers to appoint 
and dismiss the Cabinet and dissolve the Parliament but the parliament 
will practically have no power to control the President. As such President 
Yeltsin can ignore the results of the elections and continue to rely on 
radical reformists despite their defeat at the hands of nationalists and 
communists. The result of this referendum on the constitution has made 
itrelatively easy for Mr. Yeltsin to give country a stable governmentand 


to get going with economic reforms. 
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Benazirs Return to Power 


October 19, 1993 marked the triumphant return of Benazir Bhutto 
to power after a gap of nearly three years. She defeated her arch rival 
NawazSharif of the Pakistan Muslim League, ina crucial trial of strength 
in the country's National Assembly by 121 to 72 votes. The victory of 
Benazir Bhutto indicated the return of democracy in Pakistan after a 
period of political strife, tension, dictatorial trends and the army's 
pressure. 

The Pakistan electorate opted for a hung parliament, with no party 
securing an absolute majority. Inevitably, there was much horse-trading 
and use of various pressures, presumably including offers of money and 
positions of power. The Pakistan Democratic Front, comprising the 
Pakistan People's Party (PPP) of Ms Bhutto and its ally, the Pakistan 
Muslim League (Junejo), succeeded in mustering a majority in the crucial 
Punjab Assembly also. This is expected to assure., the much needed 
political stability to the new government of Pakistan. 


Religion Bill Deferred 


The ruling party moved two bills- 80th Constitution Amendment 
Bill 1993, and the Representation of People (Amendment) Bill, 1993- 
before the Parliament for the ostensable purpose of separating religion 
and politics. It is being felt that mixing of religion and politics is spoiling 
the secular fabric of the countryjas religion was being misused especially 
by the B.J_P. to rouse communal feelings. All other parties agree for the 
separation of religion and politics but certain words in the Bills created 
apprehensions and made these. bills controversial. Actually speaking 
already there exist certain laws which do not allow the misuse of religionin 
elections and the election of a candidate can be declared void in case he 
is found guilty of misusing religion in elections. The Bills were sent to.a 
select committee. When the bills were to be discussed in the Lok Sabhait 
became quite clear that the Bills may not get the required majority for 
their passage in the two House,the government not only deferred the 
voting but also the discussions on the bills. 
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The Home Minister says that the government was considering to 


call a special session of the Parliament to consider the Bills. No one 
knows when it will happen. 


INSAT-2 B becomes Operational 


On July 23, 1993, India’s indigenously made satellite INSAT-2B was 
successfully launched by the Ariane launch vehicle from Kourou in 
French Guyana. Later on it was successfully put into orbital slot and 
became fully operational. On 15th August it was put into regular 
operational use. It added capacity to the INSAT system for more long 
distance tele-communications circuit, business net works, remote area 
communication, tele conferencing, national and regional TV net works, 
satellite TV channels, messaging and data net works. Five new TV 
channels had been started in the four metropolitan cities of India. 


Identity Card for Voters 


Elections in India are generally orderly and peaceful but it cannot be 
Said that they are always fair and free. There are certain defects which 
need to be removed. Impersonification of a voter is one of the great 
defects. Therefore, the Election Commission, in a major electoral 
reforms measure, has issued an ultimatum to all states that no election 
would.be allowed beyond Jan 1, 1995 unless all eligible voters had been 
supplied with electoral identity cards for Parliamentary and Assembly 
elections. A standard identity card containing necessary information 
tegaraing the voter should be supplied to check impersonification. This 
‘step is certainly laudable and credit should be given to the Election 
Commission for its efforts to reform the election system but to issue 
Adentity cards to all the voters of the country is a gigantic task and will 
éeriainly require time and money. Therefore, the Election Commission 
has fixed Jan. 1, 1995 for this purpose as it feels that the time allowed is 
sufficient. 


U.S. declares Sudan a Terrorist State 


Sudan has an lslamic fundamentalist government. The U.S.A. 
reviewed the situation for quite some time and on August 18, 1993 
declared Sudan a terrorist state because Sudan's government sponsors 
terrorism. It means that Sudan is not eligible to get any miey or 
financial assistance, except humanitarian aid. On the one hand Desa 
Departnient of the U.S.A. came to this conclusion that Sudan's с 
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government was continuing to provide sanctuary, safe passage as well as 
military training to the officials of at least 5 groups involved in terrorist 
activities, while on the other hand Sudan government has declared the 
decision as ‘lamentable’ because U.S. has not given any specific reasons 
for this action. ded 

` President of Ireland visits India 


Thelrish President Mrs. Mary Robinson paida visit to India and held .` 


talks with the President and Prime Minister of India. She agreed that 
India and Ireland can cooperate jointly in the industrial development of 
the country. She was evasive in her reply to a question on giving India a 
permanent place in the Security Council of the U.N.Q. She simply said 
that it was a political question and deserves serious consideration.
